The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton , 
and the State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Carolina Crapo Memorial 
School, Sugar Hill, N.H., Tuesday the Eleventh day of March, 1969, A.D. 
at seven-thirty (7:30) P.M. to act on the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, a Selectman for a term of 

three years, a Town Treasurer, a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, a 
Overseer of Public Welfare, a Library Trustee for a term of three years, 
a Highway Agent, a Constable and a Trustee of Trust Funds for a term 
of three years and any other elective officers for the coming year. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose five members of the Board of Adjustment, 
one for a term of five years, one for a term of four years, one for a 
term of three years, one for a term of two years, and one for a term of 
one year. To also choose three persons for a term of one year to act 
as the appointing authority to appoint temporary members of the Board 
of Adjustment in case of disqualification, resignation, death or absence 
of any permanent member or members. 


ARTICLE 3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges and make appropriations of the same as set forth 
in the following budget:

ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriat 
$6,000.00 for the equipment reserve fund and to transfer $4,000.00 in 
surplus funds to said fund, making a total of $10,000.00 for the cur- 
rent year. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,500.00 for the Sugar Hill Fire Department. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to pay the salaries of the Fire Department members henceforth, and to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for that purpose for the 
current year. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to purchase a new highway truck for approximately $2,500.00, with 
funds to be withdrawn from the equipment reserve fund. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to appoint the Highway Agent under the provisions of R.S.A.245:6, 
said appointment to begin in 1970. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to direct a discount of 
one per cent (1%) to be made to those persons who shall pay their taxes 
within a period of three (3) weeks from the date of the tax bill. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to accept the report of 
the Meetinghouse Committee and to raise and appropriate a sum not to 
exceed $20,000.00 for renovating and equipping the building; $4,000.00 
to be raised by taxation in the current year and further to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to borrow on the credit of the Town the balance 
of the sum of money so raised and appropriated and for this purpose 
authorize the issue of serial notes or bonds of the Town under and in 
accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act or any 
other enabling authority, delegating to the Board of Selectmen the dis- 
cretion of fixing the date, maturities, denominations, the interest rate, 
or discount rate in the case of notes, the place of payment, the form and 
other details of said bonds or notes, and of providing for the sale there- 
of. 


ARTICLE 12. To hear reports of Committees previously chosen and 
pass any vote in relation thereto and to see if the Town will vote to 
instruct the Moderator to appoint such committees as seem necessary. 


ARTICLE 13. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

FROM THE SELECTMEN’S POINT OF VIEW 


Our highway program continued to show progress in 1968. The Pearl 
Lake Road has been re-built and surfaced with Town Road Aid Funds. 
A section of Lafayette Road was finished on the same program and 
several other small pieces of road have been surfaced, such as the Bick- 
ford Hill Road. The highway improvement program produces mixed 
results, in that the auto traffic people are happy but the horse riders 
are unhappy with increased hard-surfaced roads. We wonder if a trail 
program could be started in a small way, which would serve horse riders 
in the summer and snow vehicle people in the winter. Perhaps the 
Conservation Commission could take this on as a project. 


The sidewalk improvement program made good progress in 1968. We 
hope to do as well in 1969. 


After a lengthy period of indecision, we finally took the plunge and 
had our new highway garage constructed on the original plan. We have 
a long term lease from the School District for the sight and we think it 
is quite an improvement, or will be when the old shed is torn down. The 
building is extremely functional and really is quite good looking. Sur- 
prisingly, in this age of inflation, we managed to stay within the 1966 
appropriation. 


Probably the biggest piece of news in 1968 was the passing of a zoning 
ordinance, on the second attempt, at the November election. The com- 
plete ordinance is printed elsewhere in this report, along with our com- 


ments. 


The 1968-69 winter season has been a rough one so far. The deep and 
frequent snowfalls have taken their toll of equipment. Our Highway 
Agent, Mr. Harold Aldrich, has been holding his own in the fight to 
keep our roads open. He has been plowing for as long as 36 hours with- 
out sleep and has even kept going while sick with the flu. 


It has been suggested, with tongue in cheek, that since the snowbanks 
are so high and the roads so narrow, maybe we could roof them over and 
avoid further plowing this winter. 


For several years past we have attempted to hold the budget increase 
down to the point where it would be balanced by increases in valuation 
and income. The fact that we succeeded in this is shown by a com- 
parison of tax rates. The expenditures rose sharply in 1968 but were 
more than offset by the increases in valuation and income, resulting in 
a lower Town and County tax rate for the fourth year in a row. 


Now that we have given you the good news and put you in a happy 
frame of mind, it’s time for you to take a look at the budget for 1969. 
After adding all the budget requests we don’t know whether to laugh or 
cry. We suppose that the increases are a sign of the times and probably 
we have been fortunate to have been able to avoid a net increase for so 
long. The increase in the Highway Department budget is due to increased 
costs to us rather than any projected new work. We feel that the large 
increase in the amount placed in the Equipment Reserve Fund is neces- 
sary to keep up with our depreciation schedule. 


The Meetinghouse renovation article is a new expense which we are 
reluctant to bring in at this time but the report of the Meetinghouse 
Committee explains why we feel it is necessary. 


We do not expect any sizeable net increase in valuation in 1969 so 
any budget increase represents an increase in our taxes. Each $1,000.00 
appropriated means an approximate increase of $.25 per thousand on 
the tax rate. The budget as presented is increased about $12,000.00 
over last year and means an approximate increase of $3.00 per thousand 
on the tax rate. Looking back, the combined Town and County tax 
rates have been as follows: 1965 - $10.80; 1966 - $10.50; 1967 - $9.50; 
1968 - $8.00. In this light, the projected 1969 rate of $10.50 - $11.00 
doesn’t look too bad. However, in all honesty, we must point out that 
we expect a large increase in the School tax rate as well. 


We are at a loss to know where to cut this budget in any amount that 
will make a noticeable difference to our tax rate. By noticeable dif- 
ference we mean that cuts need to be in thousands rather than in hun- 
dreds. 


Well, that’s the way it looks to us. We hope to see you all at the 
annual meeting. It should be a lively one.

Meeting House Committee Report 
January 27, 1969 


The Meeting House Committee recommends that The Meeting House 
be put into use for the following reasons: 


(1) The school house is being put to a more accelerated use for school 
purposes. We understand that another grade will be added in Sept., 
1969. The School Board expects the building to be used jointly with 
Franconia and Easton for the next three or four years. If a Coop- 
erative School District is formed, use of the building for school pur- 
poses will probably continue far into the future. 


(2) The Selectmen need a meeting room and a more ample file and 
storage space. Also, the law states that The Board of Adjustment shall 
have an office. 


(3) The Town Clerk should have an office away from home where reg- 
ular office hours can be maintained. 


(4) The school auditorium is inadequate for Town Meetings and other 
occasions. State fire laws are broken be overcrowding. 


(5) Various organizations of the town need a meeting room during the 
day when school is in session. Now there are conflicts when their needs 
arise. 


(6) The Meeting House exists, it requires maintenance, it is a his- 
toric landmark, it is a tourist attraction. It should be preserved and put 
to good use for the whole community. 


(7) A great amount of remodeling has been done which suits the needs 
listed above. 


Following are contractor’s estimated costs of making the Meeting House 
suitable for year round usage. 


Foundation work estimate. 4484.00 
Finish Selectmen’s room, toilets, hall, and upstairs room. 1956.00 
Insulate entire building. 849.00 
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Heat entire building. He proposes two hot air units. One for the audi- 
torium and entrance hall. Another for the meeting rooms and entrance 


hall so that the entrance hall will always be warm. 4,000.00 
Artesian well. 2,500.00 
Extra wiring. 350.00 


Parking areas. 


There is ample parking space which the Committee thinks can be done 
by the Road Agent. 


The roof appears to be in a condition to last for several more years. 


Office furniture and equipment. 1,000.00 
Auditorium furniture and equipment. 1,500.00 
Total estimated cost 16,639.00 
Contingencies 3,361.00 
Total Amount Needed 20,000.00 


The Committee does not recommend the finishing or equipping of the 
kitchen at this time since this could possibly be done as a Community 
Project. 


It is hoped that all residents, full and part time, might take part in and 
contribute to this project. 


It is hoped that the whole community will make the fullest possible 
use of The Meeting House consistent with the policies of the Board of 
Selectmen.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


At the conclusion of only the second year of the establishment of our 
full time Police Department we are proud of the fact that we completed 
the year of 1968 without an automobile accident involving personal 
injury within the boundaries of Sugar Hill. This was accomplished through 
the cooperation of the Selectmen and taxpayers of Sugar Hill with our 
Department. 


During this year there were fewer violations, therefore fewer arrests 
were necessary. Among these there was only one for a criminal violation 
which was assault with the intent to commit rape.

1 arrest for allowing an improper person to operate 

1 arrest for producing another person’s license 

1 arrest for derisive words to an officer 

1 arrest for allowing a person to use his license 

1 arrest for depositing litter 

1 arrest for an overloaded vehicle 

1 arrest for displaying a suspended license 

1 arrest for operating a motorcycle without a helmet 

1 arrest for failure to produce a license

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN & DISTRICT CHIEF 


New Hampshire is the fastest growing state in the northeast in terms 
of population increase. It is also an industrialized state and this growth 
is likely to continue, all of which means more families and homes. Our 
growing summer population is scattered throughout the state with a 
phenomenal increase in vacation homes. 

Many new homes and practically all cottages are being located in 
woodlands and abandoned fields and forests crowd into the back yards 
of our village streets. In a state where the forests cover 86% of the 
land surface, it is necessary that everyone be aware all through the sea- 
son, which comes with the disappearance of the snow until the snow 
comes again, of the need to be careful with outdoor fires and fire sources. 

The following action will help: 

1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 

2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or while 

walking through fields or woods. 

3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. If you 

must burn- 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire warden for all 
debris burning except when the ground is covered with snow. 
Cooking fires in outdoor fireplaces or in charcoal brasiers 
in your own back yard is permitted on notification of the 
warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow burning of 
household rubbish on grass by householders between 9:00 A.M. 
and 5:00 P.M. 

c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire before you light 
the match. 

4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire warden or 

fire department. 

Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column and save our 
tax dollars for useful purposes.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF RICHARDSON MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


The library was closed during January, 1968. In February, Mrs. Loretta 
Brown, who has had some previous experience in library work, became 
our librarian. The library was then open one afternoon- 3 hours per 
week. In May, to comply with state requirements, the library was opened 
8 hours per week- two afternoons and one evening. 


The Trustees meet once a month. Mr. Riley, the district consultant, has 
met with us and given helpful suggestions. 


Our “statement of policy”, another state requirement, is now on file 
in the library. Affiliation with the state organization allows us the ad- 
vantage of borrowing from the Bookmobile, discounts through Cooper- 
ative Book Buying plus one hundred dollars worth of reference books. 


Mrs. Brown has been cataloging all the books so the card file should 
soon be in good order. 


We have purchased new books regularly, particularly trying to suit the 
needs of the children and young people as well as satisfying the tastes 
of the adults. Many books have been donated, some as memorials. 
Through a gift from R.C.A. our young people in particular have been 
enjoying records. Plans are for this department to be expanded, thus 
making our library of more service to the community. 


The parking problem is still with us. The suggestion to cut off part of 
the steep bank in front of the library and build a retaining wall to pro- 
vide space for one or two cars does not seem feasible, by estimate from a 
reliable contractor. If anyone can come up with a reasonable solution 
we would be happy. 


For many years little has been done to make the interior of the build- 
ing more attractive so we plan to do a little along this line this year. 


Mrs. Brown reports that there are at present 64 active borrowers, who 
took out 1,943 books, magazines and records (11 months) compared with 
814 borrowed in 1967 (12 months). The total attendance was 872 or an 
average of 79 per month. From a low of 14 in February, a high of 116 
was reached in August. 
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The Trustees are encouraged with the librarian’s report and sincerely 
hope that more of the citizens of Sugar Hill will be interested in visiting 
Richardson Memorial Library, borrowing books and records. 
Suggestions for improving the library are welcome. 
A library is of no value unless it is USED.

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ABOUT ZONING 
Dear Fellow Citizens: 


As you probably know, a Zoning Ordinance was passed for the Town of Sugar 
Hill on November 5th, 1968, at the general election held on that date. Your 
Board of Selectmen has been designated in the ordinance as Administrative Offi- 
cial charged with the responsibility of administering the ordinance in the first 
instance. 


A Board of Adjustment has also been provided for, whose principal duties 
are to hear requests for special exceptions or variances from the terms of the or- 
dinance and also to hear appeals from rulings of the Administrative Official. 


Both the Board of Selectmen and Board of Adjustment believe that the Zoning 
Ordinance should be liberally construed to the end that no unnecessary hardship 
shall result to any property owner. 


Perhaps it would be helpful to give you a general idea of the prodedure to be 
followed if you are planning to build. Any member of the Board of Selectmen 
will be glad to discuss with you any question that you may have or that might 
arise in regard to the Zoning Ordinance. This, we believe, ought to be the first 
step. 


As indicated in paragraph two above, the Board of Adjustment is, as its name 
indicates, a body for adjustment to avoid unnecessary hardship and to see that 
substantial justice is done. It is therefore generally a second step available in 
such cases, as provided by the Zoning Ordinance. 


The Zoning Ordinance, as you doubtless know, does not apply to any build- 
ing or structure erected before the ordinance was passed, November 5th, 1968, 
(Section 503 of the Zoning Ordinance); nor does it apply to the use being made of 
any such building or structure on that date, as provided in Article III of the or- 
dinance. 


The right to make alterations or enlarge such existing buildings or structures 
for the purpose of continuing the uses to which they have been put is provided 
under the ordinance. 
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The Zoning Ordinance applies to buildings and structures erected after Novem- 
ber 5, 1968, and their uses. Lot and yard requirements, permitted uses with special 
exceptions, and other requirements are all set forth in the ordinance. 


However, liberal provisions have been made for the Board of Adjustment to 
allow variances from the lot and yard and other requirements of the ordinance, as 
provided under Section 804. Special exceptions to use requirements may also be 
allowed by the Board of Adjustment under Section 803. 


Every effort has been made to safeguard and protect the rights and privileges 
of every one owning land or buildings in Sugar Hill. It is the hope and belief 
of the Selectmen and members of the Board of Adjustment that the Zoning Or- 
dinance will not only keep Sugar Hill beautiful and desirable to live in, as it now 
is, but also in doing so, will ultimately increase the value of land and buildings in 
every area of our town. 


To this end we solicit your cooperation and help in making the ordinance 
work. If you are planning to build, please contact one of your selectmen. 
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ZONING ORDINANCE 
TOWN OF SUGAR HILL 
Adopted November 5, 1968 


ARTICLE I 
PURPOSE 


The purpose of these regulations is to guide and protect the development of Sugar 
Hill in a manner consistent with the wishes of its citizens and in accordance with 
a comprehensive plan. 


These land development regulations are intended to promote and encourage the 
most appropriate use of the town’s land and to provide reasonable minimum stand- 
ards for the division of the land into lots for building purposes. 


ARTICLE II 
TERLE 


This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Zoning Ordinance of 
Sugar Hill, New Hampshire.” 


ARTICLE III 
PRESENT USES 


Every use now being made of land, structures or buildings in the Town of Sugar 
Hill, or on the effective date of this Ordinance may be continued and such use is 
not affected by the provisions of Article IV below. 


ARTICLE IV 
FUTURE USES 


To promote future uses best suited to the character of the land, and to the Town 
of Sugar Hill, the following uses are permitted. Uses not listed are not permitted 
except as hereinafter provided. The special exceptions listed below or similar 
uses may be allowed by the Board of Adjustment under Article VIII of this or- 
dinance; and additional uses may also be authorized at a regular or special town 
meeting as provided by Law. 


PERMITTED USES 


Agriculture 

Single-Family Dwellings other than mobile homes and trailers. 

Schools 

Parks and Playgrounds 

Churches 

Essential Services and Accessory Uses in connection with the above uses.

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SPECIAL EXCEPTIONS 


1. Home Occupations as provided in Section 601 

2. Nursery Schools 

3. Clinics, hospitals and rest homes other than primarily for the care of the in- 
sane or feeble-minded and other than for liquor or drug addicts. 

4. Public Utility Buildings 

5. Fire Stations 

6. Water Recreation and Water Storage as provided in Section 602. 

7. Municipal Buildings and Libraries. 

8. Cemeteries 

9. Greenhouses 

10. Riding Stables 

11. Private Clubs 

12. Golf Courses 

13. Swimming Pools 

14. Motels, hotels, tourist homes, with ancillary eating and drinking facilities. 

15. Antique Shops, Gift Shops 

16. Multi-Family Dwellings other than mobile homes and trailers. 

17. Recreation uses. 


ARTICLE V 


Section 501 
Future Lot and Yard Requirements: The minimum lot area, minimum width of 
lot, minimum depth of front yard, minimum width of each side yard and min- 
imum depth of rear yard shall be as shown in the following table. No building 
and/or structure shall be located closer to any property line than provided for in 
this section. 


LOT AND YARD REQUIREMENTS 


Minimum Area . 2 acres 
Minimum Frontage 200 feet 
Minimum Front Yard (setback) 50 feet 
Minimum Side Yard 25 feet 
Minimum Rear Yard 25 feet 
OUT 1 


All structures whether attached to the principal structure or not, and, whether 
open or enclosed, including porches, carports, balconies, or platforms above nor- 
mal grade level, shall not project into any minimum front, side, or rear yard. 


501.2 

Any lot of record existing at the effective date of this Ordinance and then held 
in separate ownership different from the ownership of adjoining lots may be used 
for the erection of a structure conforming to the use regulations, even though its 
area and width are less than minimum requirements of this Ordinance. 
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Section 502 
Height Regulations: No structure shall exceed 35 feet in height above average 
ground level unless approved by the Board of Adjustment. 


Section 503 

The requirements of Article V do not apply to any existing building or structure 
in the Town of Sugar Hill at the effective date of this Ordinance; and if any such 
building or structure should be damaged by fire, flood, explosion or any other 
casualty it may be replaced and used as before. 


ARTICLE VI 
GENERAL REGULATIONS 


Section 601 

Home Occupations: Any home occupation such as art studios, dressmaking, teach- 
ing, or such as the professional office of a physician, dentist, lawyer, engineer, 
architect or accountant, shall be permitted as an accessory use if it complies with 
the requirements of this section. 


601.1 
The home occupation shall be carried on wholly within the principal or acces- 
sory structures and/or on the same property. 


601.2 
Objectionable noise, vibration, smoke, dust, electrical disturbance, odors, heat, or 
glare shall not be produced. 


Section 602 

Water Recreation and Water Storage Facilities: Any facility for water recreation 
such as swimming clubs, and commercial fishing ponds, or any other water stor- 
age facility such as reservoirs, fish hatcheries, and sewer lagoons shall comply 
with the following requirements: 


602.1 
The facility shall be of adequate size for such use. 


602.2 
The facility shall be enclosed by a fence no less than four feet high to prevent 


uncontrolled access by small children, if prescribed by the Building Inspector 
for safety reasons. 


602.3 

Before a Permit shall be issued to the operator or owner of the facility, a plan 
shall be submitted to the Building Inspector showing size of facility, proposed use, 
parking arrangement and use of buildings on the site, surrounding properties and 
their usage, and any other pertinent information. 
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Section 603 
Off-Street Parking: Adequate off-street parking spaces shall be provided for all 


uSes. 


Section 604 

Signs: No sign, billboard, or exterior graphic display shall be permitted in any 
district except in conjunction with the use and/or sale of the land upon which the 
sign 1s located, except that off-property directional signs not larger than ten square 
feet may be permitted in any district. 


604.1 
Signs shall not project over public rights of way. 


604.2 
Signs and structures shall not be illuminated in any manner which causes undue 
distraction, confusion or hazard to vehicular traffic. 


604.3 
Flashing signs shall be prohibited. 


Section 605 
Removal of fill, gravel, ore, stone or loam for commercial purposes shall be per- 
mitted provided that: 


1. Upon a predetermined date of completion and within one month of completion 
the area is made safe and sightly by grading, leaving no slope greater than two 
to one, nor any possibility of standing water and/or where found more desirable 
by the Building Inspector, through fencing in the area of excavation, and pro- 
viding with suitable ground cover to prevent erosion. 

2. A bond is posted with the Treasurer of the Town of Sugar Hill by the ap- 
plicant in an amount approved by the Building Inspector as sufficient to guar- 
antee conformity with the Provisions of sub-section 1 of this section. 


Section 606 

Temporary Structures: On-site temporary structures or trailers used in conjunction 
with construction work shall be permitted only during the period that the construc- 
tion work is in progress. Permits for temporary structures shall be issued for a 
six-month period. Residing in basement or foundation structures before the comple- 
tion of the total structure shall not be permitted in excess of a 12 month period.

ARTICLE VII 
ENFORCEMENT 


Section 701] 
Administrative Official 


This Ordinance shall be administered and enforced by the Board of Selectmen who 
shall act as Building Inspector but may delegate such authority. 


Section 702 
Violations 


The Board of Selectmen and/or Building Inspector is hereby authorized to in- 
stitute or cause to be instituted, in the name of the town, any and all actions, 
legal or equitable, that may be appropriate or necessary for the enforcement of 
this ordinance; this authorization, however, shall not prevent any person entitled 
to equitable relief from enjoining any act contrary to the provisions of this Or- 
dinance. 


ARTICLE VIII 
BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


Section 801 

Creation. A Board of Adjustment is hereby created and its members shall be elected 
by the Town Meeting in accordance with, and shall have the terms and powers 
hereby conferred upon the Board of Adjustment by, the provisions of Chapter 
31, N.H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955, and as have been or may be amended. 


Section 802 

Appeals. The Board of Adjustment may hear and decide a case where it is alleged 
there is error in any order, requirement, decision, or determination made by any 
official in the enforcement of this Ordinance. 


Section 803 
Special Exceptions and Additional Uses. The Board of Adjustment may in appro- 
priate cases, and subject to appropriate conditions and safeguards as determined 
by the Board, grant a permit for a special exception or additional use. The Board, 
in acting on an application for either, shall take into consideration the following 
conditions; 


803.1 
The proposed use shall be similar to those allowed by this Ordinance. 


803.2 
The specific site is an appropriate location and of adequate size for such use. 
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803.3 
The use as developed will not adversely affect the adjacent area. 


803.4 
There will be no nuisance or serious hazard to vehicles or pedestrians. 


Section 804 

Variance. The Board of Adjustment may authorize a variance from the terms of 
this Ordinance, and particularly from the lot and yard requirements, where the 
Board finds that all of the following conditions apply: 


804.1 

There are special circumstances or conditions applying to the land or structure for 
which the variance is sought (such as, but not limited to, the exceptional narrow- 
ness, shallowness, or shape of the property in question, or exceptional topographi- 
cal conditions), which are peculiar to such requirements of this Ordinance as will 
deprive an owner of such property a reasonable use of it, and will impose upon such 
owner a hardship not shared by the owners of other property. 


804.2 

The granting of the variance will be in harmony with the general purposes and 
intent of this Ordinance, and with the convenience, welfare, and character of the 
area within which it is proposed, and will not be injurious or otherwise detrimental 
to the public welfare. 


804.3 
The use proposed is a permitted or allowed use. 


ARTICLE IX 
AMENDMENT 


The Ordinance may be amended in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
31, N.H. Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955, and as have been or may be amended. 


ARTICLE X 
SAVING CLAUSE 


The invalidity of any provision of this Ordinance shall not affect the validity of 
any other provision. 


ARTICLE XI 
WHEN EFFECTIVE 


This Ordinance shall take effect immediately upon its passage. 


INFORMATION SERVICE OF SUGAR HILL, EASTON & FRANCONIA 


The booth was open from May 25 to October 19, with hours varying from 2 to 14 a day, 
July and August being from 11 A.M. to 8:30 P.M. Constant flow of traffic sometimes 
kept it open later; then, 95% of requests were for lodgings, so we kept that money in these 


towns. The longest day was October 5, with 210 cars registered in 14 hours; all were 
helped. 


The season’s registrations of over 7000 cars meant that more than 20,000 persons re- 
ceived individual assistance in reaching their friends or our business places and learning 
about the area. Therefore, many thousands of dollars helped all in these towns - the money 
turns over through business establishments, employees, suppliers, families of all and finally, 
through their taxes, back to the towns that support the service. Former records show cars 
registered in 1955, 3,982; 1966, 5,890; 1967, 6,196; 1968, over 7,000 and 1949, 1,444! The 
present building, built around 1946, is entirely inadequate for present-day needs. 


Payment by the Town of Franconia, with Sugar Hill and Easton contributing since 1966, 
was for 1000 hours, at minimum wage, for only the time the booth was open. The Secre- 
tary was contacted at home by phone and personal visits for help, often before morning 
opening and after evening closing. Winter coverage of mail, phone and personal visits 
was done on practically a 24-hour basis, at her home, from fall closing to summer open- 
ing. Supervision of the booth was by the Selectmen, cooperating with a Chamber of Com- 
merce committee. 


Many thousand pieces of literature were given, individually. The State distributor said 
this booth used more than any other, including State rest areas. The limited space for 
handling and haphazard method of delivery to us made it impossible to keep a count for 
future planning. An attempt was made and for the few local places that furnished an 
adequate supply early, up to 2000 copies were given out for each. 


Many requests came for the following in these towns: dentist, drug store, liquor store, 
low-priced clothing store; shops open evenings, evening auctions, other family-type ac- 
tivities; places of interest here; hiking trails easier than mountains, for small children and 
older people; guided hikes and tours; golf and other games; and a lake! This is the only 
booth in the area having a complete registration, and the data collected throughout the 
year shows what local people and our visitors desire. There were many requests all year 


from local people and their guests for employment - or employees; pets, etc., lost - found; 
et al.
